As no rail communications 
were had with the states, and no possible 
means of procuring machinery till such 
rail transportation would reach Montana, 
this vast pile of ore then discovered, has 
lain virtually un worked and almost un- 
known till now, when the operating ol 
the NorthiPacific railway to withm ninety 
miles of <he nohest sections ot this oie 
has brought it under the eyes of capital- 
ists. In few instances do the first discov- 
ers realize] from their labjrs and priva- 
tioas. Yet no mark has been lost, and no 
vein then discovered abandoned. In 1881 
the government learning from prominent 
Montana meu ol this vast field ot wealth, 
built a six company fort, (Fort Magin .is) 
to protect incoming parties. The Nez 
Percees aud Sioux, have been disposed of, 
and the Crees alone were objectiouab'le 
to the entree of civilization. 
The band 


ot (Jiees being small, and in general fear 
of troops, n') depredations have been com- 
mitted since the establishment of the fort, 
and now, where in the spring of 1881 no 
white man was to be found, one thousand 
energetic miners are taking oul ore, 
locating claims and preparing for the 
capitalists to bring to the front and de- 
velop the mineral richness of the soil. 
The first National bank ol Helena, Hou- 
ser, Holler & Co., have in Maiden gulch 
within three miles ot Fort Maginnis,a two 
stamp oscilating mill, with A. M. Esslyr, 
a mining expert, as superintendent. His 
knowledge of ore permits-bin! to guaran- 
tee the company he repMsents,. $30,000 
for dividends at the expiration of a three 
months run. 


The Judith Gold and Silver Mining 


company have about fo&r hundred tons 
of ore on the dump; and ready for milling 
when their machinery arrives. Parties 
are now east purchasing machinery for 
this company. 


The Comet, Nevada, Florence, Helen, 


Golden Eagle, and Silver Star companies 
are all taking out ore. 


The Consolidated Silver Mining com- 


pany have interests in eight of the richest 
lodes now opened, and all ot their ores 
assayed are found to run from or^e hun- 
dred dollars to eighteen hundred dollars 
per ton. It is believed no interest will 
develop as richly as that of tnis com- 
pany. 


One-half interest in the Collar lead was 


lately sold to the Omaha Smelting works 
for eighty thousand dollars, Geo. Mead 
the purchaser, passing through Bismarck 
east, Thuisday last. This will be the 
nucleus to general transactions.

to the well-known rum ot baulpaugh & Co., 
of Hock Island, 111., tor the construction of 
the substrnctme of the bridge, this including 
the touudat4au and masonry of the four piers.

With the exception of some thin strata of 


soft sand-stone of irregular thickness and 
extent, no rock is fsund in position in the 
(part of Dakota. The entire eou.itry is under- 
paid with a very hard stratified clay, the 
iddpih of which has not been ascertained. 
jBoi ings proved this clav to be at least 100 
feet thick on the line of the Oaidge, and a 
hole intended for an artesian weul has since 
been sunk within the Bismarck\ity limits 
to a depth of over 400 feet, and is Still in the 
clay. This clav however is in many respects 
more like a rock than a claj; small speci- 
mens tested for compression have sustained 
a weight of over 300 pounds per square inch 
without crushing, and when they gave way 
yielded like lock, .tnd showed no tendency to 
bulge out at the sides. Water has little or no 
effect upon this clay, even where the current 
is extremely strong, but when exposed to 
ths dry air the clay slacks rapidly and crum- 
bles to pieces. 


On the loth of July, 1881, the excavation 


for the foundation of pier 1 was resumed in 
earnest. Although close to the river this 
excavation was carried down through the 
hard stratified clay without the aid of a pump, 
the only water found in the pit being a 
strongly alkaline spring water, which evi- 
dently had no connection with the Missouri 
river, and which was easily kept out by oc- 
car-iona! bailing. The first concrete in this 
foundation was put in on the Gth of Septem- 
ber, 1881, and on the 1st of October the con- 
crete filling was finished. The laving of 
masomj was begun on the -tth of October, 
and the pier completed on November 20th, 
1881. 


THE CAISSONS 


on which pien -2 a-u1 •"• ire founded, are 
built of pine tnnbei, sheathed wi'i, two

There have been used in the masonry of 


the Bismarck biidge more than JT,5CO barrels 
of imported Portland cement and over 3,000 
barrels of American cement. Nearly all the 
concrete was made witn Portland cement, 
which was also used for the face stone of 
the masonry and for the backing in very 
cold weather. 


The use of Portland cement mortar, salted

a timber trestle, the maximum height of 
which is about 60 feet.

To protect this tres- 
tle from destruction by ice, another large 
embankment is now being built on the np- 
struim su'e of the trestle which will be fin- 
ished (t feet higher than the great flood of 
March 30th, 1881. This embankment will 
M-J,I n.j flow of ice which maybe carried 
over the top of ths dyke.

sists of an earth embankment,having a n-ax- 
imum height of 43 feet, which runs out to 
nothing at tho west end. 


THE BISMABCK BKIDGE 


is the first bridge which has been built across 
that portion of the Missouri river, which is 
subject to ice gorges, and the question has 
been raised as to the effect of the bridge on 
the movement of ice. 


The piers are of unusual size, vyifh long 


raking ice breakers shod with steel. They 
are at once of such a shape as to cut readilj 
the large sheets office with whose movemens 
the breaking up begins, and to afford the 
least [ ossible obstruction to the moving mass 
of broken ice which follows the first shove. 
Their stability far exceeds any force which 
the ice can possibly exert. As to the effecti- 
upon the movements of the ice, experience 
only can prove whether gorges will occui 
more frequently or less frequently at the 
bridge site than elsewhere. 
Bnt since the 


contraction of the river bed has been accom 
panied by au increased depth of channel, it 
is not expected that gorges at the bridge will 
be much more frequent than elsewhere. 


ICE GOUGES. 


Gorges, however, are liable to occur at any 


point on this portion of the Missouri, and the 
etleet of these gorges 
is to 
form

complete .dam across the

The Registry Law. 


The la%v is important. It is intended 


to prevent fraud and to protect the rights 
ot voters. The judges of election up- 
pointed by the county commissioners are 
the board of registiation. The "law re- 
quires them to meet at 9 a. m. two weeks 
before the election—which was last Tues- 
day—ana make a list of all persons qual- 
igedjmd entitled to vote at Ihe ensuing 
election in the election precinct of which 
they are judges. 


T«e list must be alphabetically arranged. 


It must show the ressrlence of the voters 
and in cities and towns the location as to 
street of the dwelling place ot the elertor. 
•Within teh days from ftie date of their 
first meeting they must make two lists of 
voters which must be posted in some con- 
spicuous pluce at or near the place where 
the last election was held. A fine of 
$500 or imprisonment in the penitentiary 
not excelling five years for defacing or 
tearing down the list is provided. 


The board must again meet on next 


Tuesday to n-vise, correct and complete 
their list. They must meet at 8 a. m. and 
remain in session until S p. m. for this 
purpose, and any member or officer who 
willfully violates any provision of this 
law or is guilty of any fraud m the exe- 
cution of the duties of'his office shall be 
punished by imprisonment m the' terri- 
torial prison not less than one nor more 
than five years. 


Any person who causes his name to be 


registered in more than one precinct, or 
who shall cause his name to be registered 
knowing he is not a qualified voter, or 
who shall falsely personate a registered 
voter shall be imprisoned not less than 
two. 
nor more than five year,?.
